considerable reduction of United 


States forecs in both Korea and 
Austria since 1948. 


Korea withdrawal 


Although the United States 
atlil maintains 10,000 troops In 
Austrla presumably because ‘of 
the presence thero of Russlans, 
It has withdrawn all forces from
